GARBER.— Died at bis residence II 
tolleaeast.of Auburn, Hi., at 3: IS a. m., 
Ang. 6, 1880, of heart disease, John 
Garber, aged 66 years, to mouths and 
19 days. Mr. Garber was bom; In 
Rockingham county, "Virginia, Sept. 
19, 182.. when he was thirteen years 
of age Us parents moved to Montgom- 
ery county, Ohio, where, on Sept. 26, 
1816, he married Susannah Ueechly, 
who survives hi in. In 1S68 he moved 
to Miami county, Indiana. In 187.1 he 
moved to t he home w h ere h e d led , He 
was a constant but patient sufferer 
from rheumatism of a severe type for 
thirty years. Several weeks before his 
death the trouble concentrated in at- 
tacks upon the heart, which was the 
immediate cause of his death. He 
was the father of nine children, of 
whom seven survive— Joseph B, and 
John A, of Springfield ; Mrs. Jacobs of 
Peru, I nd., M. B. of Illtopolhi; Ahram 
G., Kisaaudraaud Susie, at home, to 
whom amid all pain and suffering lie 
was ever a kind father and Christian 
exemplar. The services were held at 
C. P. church, Ave miles north of Au- 
burn . The remains were Interred be- 
side a son and daughter in the cemetery 
adjoining the church, ltev. .1. K. 
Gooinbs, of Springfield, preached on 
"Christian Death" .mm Luke W;4& 
l.i. Garber, a brother, from Indiana 
arrived in lime for the services.* Many 
friends and neighbors from Auburn 
and vicinity were in attendance.

Hib mother and her friend 
followed in a line in which the 
children had been running, and 
a few rods in front of where 
they had stopped, discovered 
a disused but open and un- 
fenceil well. 

The boy's prompt, obedience 
saved his and the little girl's 
life, The mother was not ac- 
q uanted with that part of the 


country, and knew nothing of 
the open welj; but a sudden 
impulse prompted her to call, 
"Stop, Tom!" Learn to stop 
when yon are told.

Proofs of Gout In the Oyster Net, 

Dr. Pentecost said : 'Some 
years ago there were great for- 
geries of greenbacks. The po- 
lice got on the traok of the for- 
gers. The miscreants became 
alarmed, and, taking their plates 
they got into a small boat, and 
rowed out about a mile from the 
shore, where they dropped them 
overboard. They were event- 
ually arrested and tried on the 
charge, but there was a hitch in 
the evidence. It lacked just 
these plates to condemn them, 
and they were liberated ou their 
own recognizances. About five 
years afterward some oyster fish- 
ermen were engaged in their call- 
ing.

If they had thrown 
ilium out into the depths of the 
sua — into the unfathomable 
depths — they would never have 
beeu found. And it is into the 
depths of the sea that God has 
thrown oar sins, from which they 
will never rise to condemn us.'

These 
men brought to Christ their hum- 
ble efforts, their barley loaves, 
and in his hand, and under his 
blessing, they multipled exceed- 
ingly.

With tears it was banded to 
his lather, who tore it in pieces, 
and threw them into the fire, 
sternly forbidding his son ever 
again to go near that place of 
meeting. That boy is now 
scarcely twenty years of ago 
but the father bitterly regrets 
that he did not allow him to 
belong to the Band of Hope.

The father is 
reaping as he has sown in this 
world, and in all probability 
he will have to face the fact 
that he has ruined his son's
